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GOVERNMENT AID FOR LIBRARIES 


The National Advisory Committee on Edu- 
cation, of which Floyd W. Reeves is chair- 
man, has submitted its report to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. President Roosevelt 
transmitted it to Congress on February -23. 

This report recommends grants intended 
to correct present glaring inequalities in 

- educational opportunities. Among those rec- 
ommended. are two bearing on public libra- 
ries. It is urged that $5,000,000, with a 
gradual increase to $15,000,000, should be 
spent for “civic, general, and vocational 
part-time adult educational activities . . . to 
be allocated among the states on the basis 
of adult populations”; and that $2,000,000 
with an increase to $6,000,000 a year should 
be spent for rural library service. 

This serves to emphasize the need felt 


acutely in Indiana for aid from the state, 
as well as from the federal government, 
for the extension of library service. 

Floyd I. McMurray, Indiana Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, in comment- 
ing on the report is quoted as saying that 
money is not now needed for the mere main- 
tenance of schools in Indiana, but that funds 
would be needed if new educational services 
should be undertaken. Public libraries are 
far from being financially able to supply 
service to all people of the state. About 27 
per cent of the population is now without 
direct library service. Is it too much to 
hope that the federal government and the 
State of Indiana will grant aid to public 
libraries?

SOME ATTEMPTS AT REGIONAL AND COOPERATIVE 
BIBLIOGRAPHY IN INDIANA 


Nellie M. Coats, Chief of the Catalog Division, Indiana State Library 


One of the first efforts toward coopera- 
tive or union bibliography made by a local 
group was that of the Indiana Academy of 
Science when there was published in its 
Proceedings for 1911 a “Catalog of Scien- 
tific Periodical Literature on File in Va- 
rious Libraries of the State.”* Ten Indiana 
college and university libraries were repre- 
sented. The list was almost immediately 
revised and expanded and was re-issued in 
the 1913 Proceedings. The committee, Pro- 
fessor Howard J. Banker of DePauw Uni- 
versity and Professor Will Scott of Indiana 
University, explained that neither the size 
of the task nor the difficulties to be en- 
countered had been realized when the com- 
mittee was first organized. 

The list as revised contained about 2,700 
titles and was checked by 19 libraries, the 


larger public libraries having been included 
in this second listing. The holdings of but 
three of these libraries were included in 
Wilson’s Union List of Serials so that the 
compilation still has a certain value. It is 
supplemented in a way by the Indiana State 
Library’s list of holdings of serials re- 
ceived by the Indiana Academy of Science 
issued in 1935*° and distributed to academy 
members, Indiana colleges, universities and 
larger public libraries.* 

The scientists seem to have had a con- 
tinuing interest in union lists, for in 1931 
the Indiana section of the American Chemi- 
cal Society issued an Index of Chemical 
Literature in Indianapolis‘. This included 
the holdings of eight libraries. The mate-

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rial checked was chiefly serial, although 
some book titles were included. 


In 1936 a list of titles and holdings of 
periodicals currently received by the Indiana 
State Library’ was compiled and this was 
mailed to all Indiana college, university, 
reference and large public libraries. When 
a revision of this list is issued, a copy 
should perhaps be sent to all the libraries 
in the state. The Eli Lilly company’s li- 
brary* and the library of the Indiana Uni- 
versity Medical School’ reciprocated by 
sending to the State Library their lists of 
periodicals currently received. The Indian- 
apolis Public Library® sends each year to 
the State Library a carbon copy of its 
order for periodicals. This is a form of 
reciprocity in which it should be very easy 
to engage. Such order lists are made up 
by every library and an arrangement could 
be made for the exchange of copies at least 
among libraries in the same locality. A 
comparison of such lists would call atten- 
tion to and help to eliminate unnecessary 
duplication of expensive and infrequently 
used titles. Such current lists would serve 
in a measure as supplements to a union list 
of serials in Indiana libraries. 

When the Union List of Serials®, published 
by the H. W. Wilson Company, was in 
process of compilation in 1925 and 1926, 
only two Indiana libraries were permitted 
by the publication committee to check their 
holdings. The national committee at that 
time felt that it should be a representative 
regional list rather than an inclusive list 
of holdings of many libraries. The two In- 
diana libraries selected by the committee for 
inclusion in the 1925 Union list were those 
-of Indiana University and Notre Dame, with 
Earlham listing its material relating to the 
Society of Friends. In the 1925-31 Supple- 
ment”, serials in the libraries of Purdue 
University and the Indiana University Medi- 
cal School were listed. This strict limitation 
of numbers not only placed an unfair bur- 
den of interlibrary loan upon the libraries 
checking, but deprived them of the informa- 
tion that certain files they might need were 
accessible in other libraries in the region. 


So strong has been the need for Union 
lists of the holdings of local libraries in a 
given area that many state and local lists 
have been compiled for various parts of the 
country. Recognizing that need in Indiana, 
the College and University Section of the 
Indiana Library Planning Council is spon- 
soring the compilation of the serial hold- 
ings of some 40 Indiana libraries”. The 
Indiana list is including not only many 
more libraries than would be admitted to 
the general list but is including fragmentary 
holdings of titles either published in Indi- 
ana or of special interest to Indiana such 
as separate issues of English journals con- 
taining articles relating to Robert Owen or 
to New Harmony. While exceedingly use- 
ful here, it is doubtful whether such hold- 
ings would be of sufficient general interest 
to justify the cost of inclusion in the pro- 
posed revision of the Wilson list*. Then, 
too, it is hoped that the Indiana list may 
be issued at such small cost that it may be 
available in any Indiana library. 

An even more rigid policy regarding the 
number of libraries included was followed in 
the List of the Serial Publications of For- 
eign Governments”, but one Indiana library, 
that of Indiana University, being asked to 
cooperate. When the Union List of News- 
papers, 1821-1936" was in process a more 
liberal policy of inclusion was adopted and 
in it some 200 Indiana agencies are repre- 
sented, among them, in addition to the li- 
braries, county offices, historical societies, 
newspaper offices and private collections. 
The Brigham Bibliography of American 
Newspapers, 1690-1820", issued in 1913, had 
included the holdings of but one Indiana 
library, the State Library. That bibliog- 
raphy is now in process of revision. 

The Costume Index", issued recently by 
the Wilson company, lists the books in that 
field in the Indiana State Library and in 
the Indianapolis Public Library. It has 
been suggested that this list be used as a 
basis for compiling the holdings on this sub- 
ject in a large group of Indiana libraries. 

In 1925 there was published in the 
Library Occurrent a description of special 
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collections in Indiana libraries”. No titles 
were given, but a general idea of the scope 
and location of material on special topics 
was indicated. This work is now in process 
of revision and expansion by the College 
and University Section of the Indiana Li- 
brary Planning Council and will be pub- 
lished later. 

Miss Mary Alden Walker in her Begin- 
nings of Printing in the State of Indiana... 
a list of items printed to 1850" has listed 
the holdings of 47 public and private 
libraries, 11 of which are in Indiana. Mr. 
Douglas McMurtrie in his Indiana Imprints 
1804-1849" . . . a supplement to Miss 
Walker’s work, has 41 such libraries, 10 of 
which are in Indiana. However, neither 
Miss Walker nor Mr. McMurtrie included 
state documents. The Descriptive Catalogue 
of the Official Publications of the Territory 
and State of Indiana from 1800 to 1890”, 
compiled by Daniel Waite Howe and issued 
by the Indiana.Historical Society in 1890, 
does not give’ the location of copies of the 
documents included. Reports of state of- 
fices, institutions and societies which were 
printed in the Documentary Journal are also 
cited in the Index to Documentary Journal 
of Indiana to 1899", issued as an appendix 
to the 23d biennial report (1899-1900) of 
the state librarian. The Indiana section 
of Bowker, State Publications, 1899-1909", 
was compiled by W. E. Henry, librarian of 
the Indiana State Library, and was based 
upon that library’s holdings. No later gen- 
eral list has been compiled, although lists 
of state documents in special fields have 
been issued. A notable publication of this 
nature is Rauch and Armstrong’s A Bibliog- 
raphy of the Laws of Indiana, 1788-1927", 
issued as volume 16 of the Indiana His- 
torical Bureau Collections, and based chiefly 
upon items in Mr. Rauch’s collection and in 
the Indiana State Library. 

A checklist of the numbered publications 
1-106 of the Indiana Department of Con- 
servation™ was compiled by Dorothy Charles 
and printed in the April-June, 1932, issue 
of the Library Occurrent. A supplement*™ 
to this list including numbers 107-150 was 
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printed in the Occurrent of January-March, 
1937. Dorothy Arbaugh of the National 
Archives has compiled a checklist of the 
bulletins of the Indiana Department of 
Public Instruction* which appears in the 
January-March, 1938, issue of the Occur- 
rent. Further lists of Indiana documents” 
received by the Indiana State Library ap- 
pear quarterly in the Occurrent. The ac- 
quisition and listing of these documents is 
in charge of Margaret Pierson of the 
library’s catalog department. Miss Pierson 
checks the printing requisitions made by 
state offices and visits the offices in Indi- 
anapolis to collect the documents for which 
orders to print have been found. Docu- 
ments from the state colleges and univer- 
sities are acquired through the cooperation 
of the librarians of these schools. Copies 
of each document received by the State 
Library are forwarded to the Documents 
Division of the Library of Congress so that 
the files there and the checklist* issued 
monthly by that division may be as com- 
plete as possible. 

In an effort to make more usable cer- 
tain federal documents of special interest 
to Indiana, there are in process of com- 
pilation in the Genealogy Section of the 
State Library indexes to personal names, 
taken from the Indiana section of the 
United States Census, 1820" and 1830”, 
and from the United States pension records 
of 1835". Another State Library project 
involving unofficial publications is an index 
of personal names” in all available In- 
diana town and county histories. Its final 
form has not yet been determined, but it is 
hoped that it may be made available for 
general distribution. 

A valuable contribution to Indiana bibli- 
ography is a list of Indiana maps now in 
process of compilation by Robert W. Kar- 
pinski® of the Indiana State Teachers Col- 
lege staff. A list of the works of Indiana 
authors is also in process at the Indianapolis 
Public Library. 

So far no plan has materialized in In- 
diana for a centrally located union catalog 
of all the holdings of a group of libraries

although the depository file of author cards 
from the Library of Congress located at 
the State Library might serve as the nu- 
cleus. As the library resources of the state 
are limited (there are here no heavily en- 
dowed research libraries), there is great 
need for interlibrary loans and the pre- 
vention of duplication of rare and expen- 
sive titles. A centrally located union catalog 
would be of help but the initial cost of 
such an enterprise is fairly high and the 
upkeep for space, cabinets and filing help 
would continue if the catalog is to be kept 
up to date. A good many postcards, tele- 
grams, telephone calls and circulars of in- 
quiry could be dispatched for a smaller sum. 
Such complete catalogs must of necessity 
contain many practically useless entries, 
but selective listing is very difficult. 

Last year the History Section of the In- 
diana State Teachers Association discussed 
the need for a finding list of materials in 
the social sciences and it was suggested 
that a committee of librarians and profes- 
sors of history be appointed to devise some 
scheme for such listing with the historians 
selecting titles to be included. Recently the 
College and University Section of the In- 
diana Library Planning Council began a 
checklist of reference and research mate- 
rial other than serials in Indiana libraries 
and is at present working in the field of 
English literature. Such resultant catalogs 
have a certain advantage in that they are 
useful from the subject point of view while 
the huge union catalogs arranged by author 
only and including all fields of knowledge 
present difficulties to beginning students un- 
familiar with a field and to whom good 
subject bibliographies are not available. 
Too, such catalogs covering a specific sub- 
ject can be put out in some form that can 
be duplicated for distribution to various 
libraries. Supplements can be issued from 
time to time as has been done in the case 
of the great Union List of Serials.

Programs, posters and exhibits for Na- 
tional Book Week, held November 14-21 this 
year, were planned to arouse adult interest 
in good reading as well as children’s in- 
terest. At first glance the theme for the 


week, “Magic Highways to Adventure,” 
might seem to have been originated to stimu- 
late the imagination of the younger patrons. 
At second glance it is easy to realize that 
the vast quantity of literature; travel, fiction 
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and biography, can lead adults down that 
same enchanting road. “Magic Highways 
to Adventure” is a theme that attracts all 
patrons of the public library who love good 
reading. Indiana librarians realized this 
and acted accordingly. Included in the fol- 
lowing are some of the particularly at- 
tractive ideas presented to patrons of pub- 
lic libraries in Indiana, as gleaned from 
newspaper clippings. Entire programs for 
each library mentioned have not been in- 
cluded. 


Monticello arranged for two separate 
programs. The children’s room emphasized 
the story hour. Five favorite storytellers 
of the city were invited to take charge in 
the library at the noon hour throughout the 
week. On November 17 and 18 books pub- 
lished as early as 1734, original manuscripts 
of Indiana authors, and state papers of 
early Indiana history formed an exhibit in 
the adult division. Residents of Monticello 
and vicinity loaned rare books from their 
collections for this purpose. Their gifts for 
the exhibit included such titles as Christ’s 
Sudden Appearance of Judgment by Thomas 
Vincent, published by James F. McCarty in 
1826; Napoleon Dynasty by the Berkeley 
Men, printed in 1852, and a Bible printed 
in 1734 and carried through the Revolu- 
tionary War by Ezra Deaner. The ob- 
servance closed with a public program at 
which several speakers discussed “Book and 
Manuscript Collecting.” 


The Muncie library staff plans a story 
book ball annually for its younger patrons. 
The guests dress as favorite book char- 
acters and a prize is given for the cleverest 
costume. This year it was held on Friday 
evening at the Y. W. C. A. with the library 
staff acting as hostesses. After the opening 
Virginia Reel, Girl Scout troups presented 
two plays, “Mad-Hatter’s Tea Party” and 
“The Magic Key.” Dances, an accordion solo, 
chorus singing, and the awarding of the 
prizes for the book review contest and the 
best costume at the ball completed the pro- 
gram. This was the climax of Book Week. 
Preceding activities had included radio talks 
given daily, story hours, visits to schools, 


arrangement of book displays in the main 
library, in all the branches, and in three 
downtown windows. 

At the Anderson Public Library, during 
Book Week, members of vacation reading 
clubs who had completed required reading 
were invited to attend a morning show at 
the State Theater. 

The staff of the Thorntown Public 
Library planned an open house with spe- 
cial outside speakers on Friday. Mrs. Jessie 
Delano, who is librarian at the Darlington 
Public Library, was a speaker. Margaret 
Weesner, an artist and also a resident of 
Darlington, exhibited some of her pictures 
and talked at the meeting also. 

At Columbia City a staff member built 
a house of book jackets and called it the 
“Treasure House.” The titles of the jackets 
used were the ones which arouse children’s 
interest and enthusiasm most. 

Terre Haute planned a program for each 
day in the week. Monday was parent- 
teacher’s day, with members of the associa- 
tions in charge of a program on child train- 
ing, welfare, and kindred subjects. On Tues- 
day the Story League of Terre Haute in- 
vited children of certain schools to attend 
the special story hour. Wednesday was 
manuscript and autograph day, with a 
unique collection on exhibit. Original manu- 
scripts, both of literature and music, were 
loaned by Terre Haute authors and mu- 
sicians for the display. On Thursday the 
pupils of Washington and Lincoln schools 
arranged programs of music and recitations 
and, in the afternoon, presented two play- 
lets. Book Week ended on Friday with the 
featuring of historic programs and exhibits. 
Fairbanks Memorial Library’s collection of 
rare old maps formed the most important 
display. The vice-president general of the 
D. A. R. and members of the Northwest 
Territory Commission spoke in the evening 
on the subject “The Northwest Territory.” 

The Elkhart Public Library dedicated its 
new mural, painted for the children’s room 
by Elton Krafft during Book Week. 

The New Castle Public Library sponsored 
a contest in which all the schools of the city

below senior high school participated. The 
library offered a book to the school having 
the largest percentage of its pupils reg- 
istered. As a result, 600 new borrowers 
were enrolled, and the circulation for the 
week exceeded 2,400. On Saturday morn- 
ing Mrs. Hazel A. Dannecker broadcast a 
story from Station WHBU in Anderson. 


Young adult borrowers of the South Bend 
Public Library were offered the opportunity 
to compete in a poster contest during Book 
Week. To the children, copies of the book- 
let, “Bookshelf for Boys and Girls,” which 
contains several hundred titles suitable for 
juvenile reading, were distributed. 


Patrons of the LaPorte Public Library, 
both adults and children, had charge of 
exhibits presented each day of the week. 
On Monday, “Picture Book Port” held sway; 
on Tuesday, “Fairy Tale Village”; on 
Wednesday, “Poetry Cove”; on Thursday, 
“Favorite Dog Stories,” and on Friday, 
“Adventurer’s, Trails.” On Saturday the 
pupils of Linedin School conducted a “Book 
Review.” Tables in the children’s room were 
converted into three brightly colored booths 
inside of which exhibits were arranged. 


Through the courtesy of the Motion Pic- 
ture Producers and Distributors of America, 
Inc., the Salem Public Library obtained 
large posters of “The Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer,” which has just recently been made 
into a motion picture. These posters were 
exhibited in the reading room. 


The children’s room at the Morrison- 
Reeves Library at Richmond was trans- 
formed into a wonderful highway during 
Book Week. Along the route could be found 
Fairy Tale Village, City of Heroes, Poetry 
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Path, Tiny Tot House, and Airports and 
Harbors. 

The Brazil Public Library presented its 
outstanding story hour of Book Week on 
Saturday afternoon, November 20, in the 
lecture room of the library. A storyteller, 
seated by the fireside, told stories to three 
little girls at her feet. As she mentioned 
each character, that character, illustrated 
by a child in costume, posed in the “Gate- 
way of Bookland.” 

Warsaw Public Library conducted a 
poetry contest and a book jacket contest 
for the school children who borrowed from 
the library. The book jackets were made 
under the supervision of a teacher during 
school hours and formed an exhibit at the 
library. The three poems, winners of the 
poetry contest, also were on display. 

The main feature of the exhibits during 
Book Week at the Evansville Public Library 
centered around miniature roads built in the 
children’s room at Central. Books were 
grouped around a series of way station 
signs depicting goals to be reached by good 
reading. The West Side children’s librarian 
showed school pupils how to make book 
characters for the miniature highways. Con- 
tests, organization of a stamp club, special 
story hours, plays, and treasure hunts made 
up the program for the rest of the week. 

All libraries presented exhibits of new 
books, both children’s and adult’s, for 
perusal. Some libraries obtained publisher’s 
exhibits, asked their patrons to buy their 
Christmas gifts from these, and then bought 
books for the library collection from the 
percentage made in the sale. From all in- 
dications, it was a most successful Book 
Week throughout Indiana. 





“HOME ECONOMICS IN EDUCATION THROUGH LIBRARIES” 


Yes, we all know that our libraries are 
helpful to readers interested in the subject, 
aiding them in keeping step with progress. 
But we are to hear now that this is the 
name of a committee in the American Home 
Economics Association; we might add that 


the president of the national association, 
who addressed the Home Economics Section 
of the Indiana Teachers Association in 
October, considers this one of the most im- 
portant committees of the association and 
one in which she is deeply interested.

The plan of work is so new there is little 
to report as yet, and no statistics. How- 
ever, the committee report for 1935-36 given 
at Kansas City meeting should be encourag- 
ing to librarians. Nine states chosen for 
demonstration states have already made a 
good start on their program, California 
seeming to be in the lead. Other states are 
making a start this year. 

A program of six points was recommended 
for activities during this year: 


1. Listing home economics books that are in the 
libraries. 

2. Securing their use by home demonstration groups, 
women’s clubs, P. T. :A.’s, 4-H clubs, home eco- 
nomics classes and clubs. 

8. Printing these lists in newspapers and printing 
book reviews. 
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4. Securing purchase of additional books, chosen, if 
feasible, from list furnished by book list committee. 


5. Publicizing libraries’ needs for better support. 


6. Assisting in giving organization information in 
schools and to adult groups (in states having 
county or regional systems, or desiring to pro- 
mote such organization). 


Indiana has made a start on the program. 
The State Library, cooperating with the 
state chairman of this committee, prepared 
a “Suggested list of home economics books 
available at the Indiana State Library.” 
The list was of special interest to home 
economics workers in schools and clubs, and 
was distributed at the fall meeting of the 
Indiana State Home Economics Association. 





INDIANAPOLIS PUBLIC LIBRARY TRAINING CLASS 


Carrie E. Scott, Director, Training Class 


The Training Class Course, which opened 
October 4, 1937, was completed January 
8, 1938, by the following twelve students: 
Lidimae Duke, Dorothy Gray, Agatha Louise 
Griffin, Betty Mai Kalleen, Dorothy Mar- 
garet Lower, Maxine Elizabeth McCracken, 
Lillian Marshall, Mary Jo Spurrier, Frances 
Stalker, Helen Jacobs Stephens, Mary Cath- 
erine Sullivan, and Geneva Vernon. 


On June 23, 1932, the annual training 
course which was conducted during the pe- 
riod 1918-1932 was suspended by the Board 
of School Commissioners, on the recommen- 
dation of the librarian. After five years, 
the librarian decided that a revival of this 
work was necessary, so authorization was 
given by the board for the re-opening of the 
training class, but for a three months 
course instead of six. 

The entrance examinations were held 
June 15th and a class of twelve members 
was chosen. As a preparation for the work, 
each student was required to do either in 
July or August four weeks of paid field 
work. The two weeks before the class 
opened were spent in orientation work, and 
a “Know your library” project. Each stu- 
dent was required to visit every branch and 


department of the library and to become 
acquainted with the members of the staff, 
the work of the department or branch and 
the location of each library agency. 


The course of study was revised to cover 
only twelve weeks work and was concen- 
trated on preparation of junior librarians 
to fill minor positions in the Indianapolis 
Public Library. Loan work was chosen as 
the central unit around which all the other 
courses in the curriculum were integrated. 
Cataloging was taught not from the stand- 
point of making a catalog but from using 
one and being able to teach others how to use 
a catalog. Book selection was presented 
not from the library purchase angle but 
students were taught how to judge books as 
to their value and adaptability to a patron’s 
needs. In all courses emphasis was focused 
not on the subject maiter as such but upon 
the needs of the student and the borrower in 
a particular situation. Problems were ap- 
proached as much as possible from the bor- 
rower’s point of view. Thus lectures were 
minimized; class room discussions, work con- 
tracts, and problems were featured. Labora- 
tory work was required in a number of 
courses,

Each student was required to spend 42 
hours per week on Training Class work, 
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apportioned on an average as follows: 8 
hours, Class room discussions and recita- 
tions; 22 hours, Laboratory work, prepara- 
tion of problems and filling of contracts; 12 
hours, Field work. The 12 hours of Field 
work included 4 hours each on 3 afternoons 
in 5 selected community branches, 3 special 
branches and in 5 departments and divisions 
at Central Library (Circulation, Reading 
Room, Reference, Riley Room and Schools 
Division.) 

This short course training class has 
proved to be a_ successful experiment. 
Through it, we feel we have accomplished 
much in meeting our objective, to train 
students for efficient service in the Indian- 
apolis Public Library and to develop in each 
individual the qualifications desirable for 
general library work. 





PAMPHLET COLLECTION 


On January 1 the Indianapolis Public 
Library made available to the public a spe- 
cial pamphlet division service for the pur- 
pose of providing the “too busy” person 
with an opportunity to catch up with modern 
events. 

The collection consists of 3,500 pamphlets 
on approximately one hundred different sub- 
jects, the range being as wide as the whole 
range of human interests in so far as inex- 
pensive printed material permits. Subjects 
of current interest predominate, as, for ex- 
ample, social, political, and economic the- 
ories and problems; but the cultural sub- 
jects and those of a practical nature, such 
as jobs and hobbies, receive their full share 
of attention. 

The project is built around the pamphlets, 
numbering approximately one thousand, 
which were deposited in this library by the 
Office of Education last February. The 
public response to these pamphlets is re- 
sponsible for the present undertaking. The 
use of that collection clearly demonstrated 
reader demand for material which is more 
concise in form, more simply written, and 
more pointed in its treatment of a special 


subject. The library already had thousands 
of copies of pamphlets, which were well 
selected, but unfortunately, here as else- 
where, these of necessity were in files or 
cases and not readily accessible to readers 
except through the assistance of a librarian. 
Experience with the Office of Education col- 
lection indicated, then, that in order to 
make a valid test of the use of pamphlets, 
the project should provide that (1) the scope 
of subjects should be wide enough to com- 
prehend all possible human interests; (2) 
the material should be where readers could 
examine it under favorable and convenient 
conditions; (3) pamphlets should be ob- 
tained promptly after publication; (4) ma- 
terial on subjects for which there is intense 
current demand should be extensively dup- 
licated; (5) the administration of the col- 
lection should be the interest of a single 
director who is peculiarly qualified for the 
task. 

To make the collection readily available 
to readers, the hall just inside the main 
entrance, approximately eleven feet wide 
and forty feet long, has been converted into 
a pamphlet reading room. Against one 
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wall is a range of tables. The pamphlets 
are housed in specially designed boxes in 
four long rows, the two rear rows being 
stepped up to permit display of subject 
labels and titles. The collection is open to 
the public week days from 9:00 A.M. to 
9:00 P.M., with an assistant on duty at all 
hours. In the organizing of the project, 
simplification and economy have been em- 
phasized. The supervisor of the project 
orders material direct from sources; the or- 
dinary accession processes and elaborate 
cataloging details are dispensed with. A 
simple, temporary catalog of authors and 
subjects is maintained, and specific subjects 
which the reader understands are entered 
on the pamphlets and box labels. A pam- 
phlet which becomes out of date or is not 
found to be of any use is promptly dis- 
carded. Readers are permitted to borrow 
freely any reasonable number for a period 
of seven days. 


A publicity program has been planned 
to extend throughout the year with the in- 
tention of bringing the collection to the at- 
tention of workers, professional persons, 
civic leaders, educational institutions, busi- 
ness executives, and the general reading 
public. During the first week of the opera- 
tion of the project, in addition to news- 
paper publicity, posters were displayed 
throughout the system, some teaser collec- 
tions were placed in twenty branches, and 
personal letters were written to civic and 
educational leaders and the directors of out- 
standing community agencies. 

This collection is not intended to direct 
attention from books nor to build an audi- 
ence of mere pamphlet readers, but there 
are indications that most readers can use 
to good advantage the concentrated ma- 
terial found in pamphlets. The project 
should enable the library to determine their 
usefulness. 





LIBRARY SPECIALISTS IN 


Appointments for the Library Service Di- 
vision in the United States Office of Educa- 
tion have been announced by Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes. 

The three librarians, who will develop and 
promote better library service throughout 
the United States for both young people and 
adults, come to the Office of Education with 
outstanding experience in library science 
and administration. 

Ralph M. Dunbar, of Iowa State College 
Library, is the new chief. Mr. Dunbar has 
had extensive experience in college, public, 
and special library fields besides graduate 
study in the administrative control of uni- 
versity libraries. He is active in the work 
done by the American Library Association, 
serving now as a member of the Board on 
Salaries, Staff, and Tenure. In the past he 
has been not only a librarian, but also a 
college professor in library science, a re- 
search specialist in library problems, and a 
writer on library subjects. 

Edith Gantt has been appointed Specialist 
in Public Libraries. Miss Gantt comes to

the division from the librarianship of the 
Solano County Free Library at Fairfield, 
California. She has done library work in 
New York City; New Haven, Connecticut; 
Pocatello, Idaho; Stanislaus County, and 
Sierra County, California. She also has 
served as California State Library visitor 
and instructor. Miss Gantt’s ability to or- 
ganize, to administer, and to gain support 
for public library activities not only in 
California but in other states marks her as 
a leader in library service throughout the 
United States. 

Nora Beust, with a background of experi- 
ence including children’s work in public 
libraries and teaching in library schools, be- 
comes the School and Children’s Library 
Specialist. Miss Beust has just left the 
position of associate professor in the School 
of Library Science at the University of 
North Carolina. Her experience includes 
teaching of university classes in library 
science, service on committees of state and 
national importance in promotion of school 
library activities, and the preparing of na-

tional buying lists of books for use in 
schools and libraries. She is an outstanding 
consultant on choice of books for libraries, 
schools, and colleges. Miss Beust is the 
present chairman of the American Library 
Association Board on Library Service to 
Children and Young People. 

These three new members of the Office of 
Education staff enter upon their duties “‘to 
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develop a higher standard of library serv- 
ice for students, educators, and the public 
in general and to bring books and library 
service to many of the persons now with- 
out it.” This can be done with the coopera- 
tion of all library agencies and librarians, 
local, state and national, and with the con- 
tinued support of the American Library 
Association. 





TEN OUTSTANDING STORIES FOR OLDER BOYS AND GIRLS 
Carrie E. Scott, Supervisor, Work with Children, Indianapolis Public Library 


The year just past has brought a rich re- 
turn in interesting books for children both 
young and old. For this article we have 
confined our selection to ten books of fiction 
which have proved to be especially interest- 
ing to older boys and girls. Vocational 
stories are not included because they will 
be reviewed in our next contribution to the 
Occurrent. 


We shall begin with some school stories 
of special interest to adolescent girls. 

This year, college stories have taken the 
lead away from boarding school tales. Ac- 
tivities of freshmen, sophomores, juniors, 
seniors and graduate students of today and 
yesterday make interesting reading for teen 
age girls. ; 

The Great Tradition by Marjorie Hill 
Allee gives an interesting account of pres- 
ent day life at Chicago University. In a 
laboratory, the reader meets a group of 
young women who are working for degrees 
in science. Very real accounts are given of 
the routine of work, the ambitions and the 
limitations of each girl, her delights and her 
sorrows, her triumphs and her failures. 
Among the characters is an ambitious, alert 
colored girl, Delinea, whose story rings very 
true to fact. One of our colored patrons 
said to me the other day—“If Mrs. Allee 
had been one of our own people she could not 
have given a more understanding, a more 
sympathetic presentation of the problems 
faced by colored students in the pursuit of 
higher education.” This comment might 
suggest that this book is adult in its inter- 


est. It is; but it also has an appeal to our 
junior and senior high school girls. With 
many of our readers, it is a favorite. 


Marjorie Medary is another author who 
is popular with girls in their teens. In her 
book Prairie Anchorage, the reader was in- 
troduced to the Jamisons, an interesting 
family who journeyed from Nova Scotia and 
made for themselves a home on the prairies 
of Iowa. In this new book, College in Crino- 
line, we follow the career of Bessie Q, the 
youngest sister, enrolled in 1860, as a fresh- 
man at Cromwell, one of the first colleges 
to be founded in Iowa. Modern girls will 
enjoy this well-written story of pioneer col- 
lege life. While scenes and conditions are 
different from today, girls will find the 
story of Bessie Q’s adventures and activi- 
ties in college similar in many ways to their 
own. They will realize what good times 
were enjoyed by the girls in crinoline days. 
They will also have brought home to them, 
in a very gripping manner, some of the 
things that young people had to face and 
suffer at the beginning of the Civil War, 
that turbulent period in the history of our 
country. 

The Singing Wood by Florence Crannell 
Means is a story with Dusky Day as heroine. 
Many readers have already been introduced 
to Dusky in the book, the title of which is 
her name. This book, Dusky Day, tells of 
the experiences of Dusky and her brother, 
Paul, during their freshman year at High- 
land University, California, where both 
struggled to make their limited pocket 
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money meet the many demands made upon 
it. The Singing Wood continues the story 
of the struggle but on a larger scale, for 
Dusky and her brother David are the proud 
owners of an orange grove which Dusky 
named the Singing Wood. By cultivating 
this grove they hoped to make enough money 
to defray college expenses. The story gives 
an excellent picture of modern college life 
with a California background, where ambi- 
tious Mexican, Japanese, and American stu- 
dents pool their talents to make life inter- 
esting and worthwhile. 


This next book, A World Within a School, 
by Lucy Kinloch, has as its setting an Eng- 
lish preparatory school for girls. Readers 
will delight in meeting the young Irish girl, 
Nancy, around whose experiences, friend- 
ships, and achievements in athletics and 
scholarship the story is constructed. This 
is an excellent book for the girl who is in- 
clined to be introspective. It will take her 
outside of herself and make her realize that 
school activities and school friendships are 
not the whole of life. Beyond the walls is 
a life broader and fuller for which school 
is only a preparation. 

Manga by Richard C. Gill, and The Last 
of the Gauchos by Thames Williamson are 
two books that will lead boy readers over 
the trail of adventure to South America. 


In the first one, we become acquainted 
with Manga, an Indian boy, who has just 
come of age and passed the ceremonies, 
weapon making, and hunting tests required 
by his tribe. The story tells of his friend- 
ship with a young American photographer 
and their adventures on an exploring trip 
through the jungles of the headwaters of 
the Amazon and into the territory of the 
Headhunters and other hostile tribes. This 
account is filled with exciting experiences 
which will thrill our reader and give him 
information concerning the natural history 
of a country and tribal customs of people 
about whom little has been written. The 
author, Richard Gill, lives near the head- 
waters of the Amazon and is actively en- 
gaged in carrying on ethnological research 
among the Indians of the region. In Manga 
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he has demonstrated his ability to write a 
worthwhile story which will have a strong 
appeal to anyone who is interested in South 
America and to anyone who likes a good 
tale of adventure. 


The Last of the Gauchos has for its back- 
ground the pampas of the Argentine. The 
gauchos are a mixed tribe of Indians, proud, 
illiterate, yet self-reliant people, fast van- 
ishing from the plains of South America. 
This story tells of the conflict of a father in 
rebellion against the encroachment of civili- 
zation and a son’s struggle to adjust him- 
self to newer and better ways of living. 
The book gives a very sympathetic presenta- 
tion of the people and their manner of liv- 
ing, and a keen understanding of the native 
code of honor. It will appeal to boys who 
like stories full of action, of life on cattle 
ranges, pursuit of wild game and thrilling 
adventure. 

Now to return to our own country, Agnes 
Danforth Hewes is a noted writer of histori- 
cal tales. This year, however, she has turned 
her attention to modern life and has written 
a western story of mysterious happenings 
in the Columbia River valley in eastern 
Washington, under the title The Golden 
Sleeve. In it, we follow the adventures of 
Bert Sterling, a young engineering student, 
who comes west to visit his uncle who is a 
ranchman and prospector. Great is the 
mystery and excitement, when the uncle’s 
favorite donkey, El Sabio, returns with only 
his master’s saddlebag and jacket, one 
sleeve of which is damp and flecked with 
gold dust. The long search for the uncle, 
the solving of the mystery, the easy-going 
philosophy of Long Brown, Uncle Bill’s 
friend, all combine to make a well-written 
story, rich in the spirit of western life. 
Every reader will feel the fascination of the 
desert country leading up to the great river 
and surrounded by snow-capped mountains. 
He will also realize what courage and 
perseverance the men had who struggled to 
develop this land and make it the profit- 
able region it is today. 

In the next book, the trail of adventure 
leads eastward to New Hampshire and back 
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: to old stagecoach days in the early 1820’s. 
Stephen Meader in his Who Rides in the 
Dark? has written an exciting story that 
bids fair to become a favorite, for every 
boy reads with breathless interest when he 
begins to follow the adventures of Daniel 
Drew, the hero. This fifteen-year-old orphan 
boy had the good luck to find a home at the 
“Fox and Stars,” a wayside inn near Dept- 
ford, New Hampshire. Dan worked cheer- 
fully as a stable boy and thoroughly en- 
joyed the life at the inn in spite of the hard 
work. He liked the good food. How excit- 
ing were the arrival and departure of the 
stage coaches and freight wagons, the com- 
ing and going of passengers and other 
guests. What fun were the harvest home 
suppers, the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
celebrations. The winter storms and snow 
drifts brought suffering and double work but 
there was also fun and sport along with the 
snow. Life would indeed have been pleasant 
in this rural, community, had it not been 
for a gang of highwaymen and a mysterious 
rider who suddenly appeared and as myste- 
riously disappeared. Stage coaches were held 
up; travelers robbed and horses stolen. 
How Dan had a part in the capture of the 
mysterious rider who proved to be the fa- 
mous Captain Hairtrigger, leader of a gang 
called the “Stringers,” makes a most thrill- 
ing story, very cleverly constructed by an 
author who knows how to write a story 
and make it real. 


Two books that appeal to both girls and 
boys are With Sword and Song by Melrich 
V. Rosenberg and The White Stag by Kate 
Seredy. With Sword and Song is rich in 
adventure and romance of the Middle Ages. 
The scene of the story is the duchy of Aqui- 
taine which Richard-the-Lion-Heart ruled 
as Duke. The lords of Aquitaine were ripe 
for rebellion. Under the weight of heavy 
taxes, the rich became poor, and the poor, 
poorer because the Duke who ruled, had 
never learned to control his greed for gold 
and power. No castle was safe from pillage 
and fire. The Duke took what it pleased 
him to have. How young fifteen-year-old 
Gervase de Montaloup, who was training 
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for Knighthood at the Castle of St. Hughes 
was called home when his father, Count 
Geoffrey decided to leave on a pilgrimage; 
how he shared in protecting the castle 
against Duke Richard, how he was taken 
prisoner, how he fared in prison and es- 
caped, how his fiancee, Stephanette, and 
his friend, Andre, helped him carry a mes- 
sage to Prince Henry; how Gervase’s song, 
sung at Uzerches proved a more powerful 
weapon than all swords unsheathed in the 
campaign against Richard, make a story 
that will enliven the dry pages of history. 
The beautiful colored illustrations by Eli- 
nore Blaisdell harmonize with the spirit of 
the text. The pictures and well-written 
prose combine in making this one of the 
most beautiful books of the year. It will be 
an addition to any library. 


Another book as beautiful in text as it is 
in pictures is The White Stag by Kate Ser- 
edy. This artist-author has given us an 
epic story, written in rhythmic prose, of the 
migration of the Huns and Magyars from 
Asia to Europe. In her preface the author 
says “And I took a ball of golden thread 
with me and unwound it as I trailed the 
White Stag of legends from the great tomb 
of Nimrod to the green plains between two 
blue rivers—the Hungarian Plains. 

“Those who want to hear the voice of 
pagan gods in wind and thunder, who want 
to see fairies dance in the moonlight, who 
can believe that faith can move mountains, 
can follow the thread on the pages of this 
book. It is a fragile thread; it cannot bear 
the weight of facts and dates.” This quota- 
tion expresses better than any reviewer can 
the spirit of this beautiful book.

Non-fiction, fiction, and children’s books 
are briefly described. Buying and catalog- 
ing information is given. It, also, includes 
a list of new technical books. Booklist Books 
always provides an excellent evaluation of 
the year’s publications. 

The American Library Association will 
publish, beginning February 1, a quarterly, 
Journal of Documentary Reproduction, for 
the purpose of keeping libraries, museums, 


and other educational institutions informed 
of new developments in microphotography 
and allied photographic techniques.

This bibliography represents an attempt 
to list the numbered publications issued by 
the State Department of Public Instruction 
of Indiana since 1903. They have been vari- 
ously entitled Bulletins, Educational Bulle- 
tins and Educational Publications, carry 
various subtitles such as Vocational series, 
Teacher training series, etc., and sometimes 
bear the imprint of the State Board of 
Education, the governing body of the State 
Department of Public Instruction. 

Miss Arbaugh, while a member of the 


staff of the Indiana State Teachers College 
Library at Terre Haute, compiled the 1913- 


1935 section and compared it with the col- 
lection at the Indiana State Library. Edna 
A. Wells of the Indiana University Library 
has compared the list with the collection 
in that institution and added certain titles. 
It thus represents the holdings of three in- 
stitutions that might be expected to have 
nearly complete files. A short-title list on 
file in the Department of Public Instruction 
was found to be helpful. Titles issued since 
1935 have been supplied by the Indiana 
State Library staff. 

The following statement concerning num- 
bering was made by the State Department 
of Public Instruction: 
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“In 1929, number 100 was set aside to 
designate the high school field so far as 
the publications of the state department 
were concerned. Number 100 became the 
general administrative bulletins and 100 
with certain letter suffixes designated dif- 
ferent subjects—i.e. A—English, B—His- 
tory and Social Studies, C—Language, D 
—Mathematics, E— Science, F — Health 
and Physical Education, G—Commerce, 
H—Fine Arts, I—Library, J—Extra-Cur- 
ricular Activities. Numbers 101-106 inclu- 
sive, are various studies in the field of 
practical arts. Number 107 with various 
letter suffixes was set aside to indicate 
the elementary field—i.e. A—designates 
Language Arts, B—Mathematics, C— 
Social Studies, D—Home Economics, E— 
Elementary Science, I—Library. On cer- 
tain bulletins the number and letter will 
be followed by still another number which 
usually indicates the number of times a 
particular course has been revised, i.e. 
100-F4 would be the fourth revision of 
the High School Health and Physical Edu- 
cation course of study. In other cases 
such as in the commercial field where pen- 
manship, bookkeeping, typewriting, etc. 
have been prepared in separate bulletins, 
they have been listed as, 100 G-la, 100 
G-1b, ete.”

The Anderson Public Library, during its

He 
was instructed to catalog all the books in 
the library, and was given $1.50 to cover 
the cost of materials needed. By March 10, 
1852, the treasury balance showed $65.79. 
Librarians, apparently, had difficulty with 
patrons at that time, too. An undated re- 
port states the following about overdue 
books: “Ordered that the librarians ascer- 
tain from the records, so far as possible, 
the number and titles of outstanding 
volumes and take such measures as will, 
in his judgment, most effectually bring them 
back.” 

The catalog of books made in 1852 shows 
a list of 289 volumes on hand. 

Vincennes—Jane Kitchell, librarian, has 
secured approximately 100 pieces of soap 
sculpture for an exhibit in the public library 
during February. These 100 pieces, selected 
from among thousands recently on display 
in New York and Philadelphia, include the 
work of both amateur and professional 
sculptors. With the exhibit will be pamphlet 
material and sculpturing tools.
